The economic slowdown of the coun- 
try, the continued efforts on the part 
of the Reagan administration to cut fun- 
ding for public broadcasting, the pres- 
sure on educational institutions many of 
which provide considerable support to 
public broadcasting in the United 
States. What stake should Pacifica lis- 
teners and supporters have in this future. 
We have established that Pacifica did 
and could again survive without govern- 
ment support. At KPFK we have plan- 
ned to phase out the government grant 
we received through the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting (CPB). For us 
phasing out means that we remove that 
money from our core operating budget. 
Federal funds would be used only for 
capital improvements, promotion and 
special projects, but not for items whose 
absence would threaten our basic survi- 
val. As the result of the increase in lis- 
tener support last year (slightly more 
than 590,000 more than the previous 
year), we can look with optimism at our 
ability to survive without the federal 
dollars. 


The chart printed here indicates 
that public radio as a whole cannot share 
that optimism, due to its greater depen- 
dence on institutional and governmental 
support. In facing this situation many 
are suggesting that the non-commercial 
character of public radio. is expendable. 
The FCC has authorized a limited experi- 
with advertising as 

with advertising at 10 television and 10 
radio stations. Studies have been done 
by the Corporation for Public Broad- 
casting indicating that advertising re- 
venue could replace almost all of the 
federal collars. Among public broad- 
casters there is a great reluctance to 
follow this route, Pacifica will not, and 
because we begin with nearly 80% of 
our operating income coming from sub- 
scribers, we can look to a future of com- 
pletely listener sponsored support. But 
the public radio system which generates 
only 7% of \\s dollars from that source, 
will be forced to seek support elsewhere

It seems clear to me that these alterna- 
tives for most of public radio are going 
to result in a further concentration of 
power in corporate hands, controlling 
the disemm ■ 

dissemination of information. This 
will be the inevitable direction as the pub 
lie broadcaster is forced to turn more 
and more to the corporate community 
(either as underwriters or advertisers)for 
support. This should be a strong message 
to us as supporters of Pacif ica's stations 
that we must be energetic and successful 
in our pursuit of subscribers and listener 
contributions as our alternative. This 
means the investment in promotion 
and new equipment spoken of last 
month in this column, is not only de- 
sirable, but essential for our survival. 
I ask each and every one of you to 
examine your capacity for helping, 
and respond with increased energy, en- 
list In the Friends organization, volun- 
teer at the station, tell your friends, 
and keep giving. We shall survive.

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Here are two crucial ideas that modern 
social critics have developed: the 
fetishism of commodities (the percep- 
tion of social processes as "things", 
e.g. "mind", "objectivity"). This is 
the basis for our understanding of 
"alienation " //) industrial society. There- 
fore, it is ■' '' odd *'^at morp critics have 
not commented on the nature of the 
commodity and of the social relations 
inherent in "political" art and alterna- 
tive media. 

If we can agree that oppositional 
art should go beyond the inherited 
forms and social relations of the 
nineteenth century, then it seems to 

me that we should first look at 

what those were. 

Romantic artists were hostile to 

their new patrons, the bourgeoisie, 

and were critical of capitalism from 
both conservative and radical per- 
pectives. Whether nostalgic for ar,^ 
tocracy, or impatiently anticipating 
egalitarian Utopias, romantic artists 
were not exactly in touch with a rev- 
olutionary class. Other artists con- 
sciously and unconsciously mirrored 
the social attitudes of "purity reform- 
ers "and crea ted propagan da in tended 
to uplift and convert women, minori- 
ties and immigrants to the values of 
an expanding industrial society. The 

former tended to shock or abandon 
the audience; the latter tended to test 
purify, and prey upon the audience. 
In all cases, they created for a market 
which depended on definitions of 
"artist vs. non-artist". As the division 
of labor and bureaucracy increased, the 
"non-artists became separated from 
all forms of creativity and decision- 
making. And artists related to a small- 
er and smaller public. 

Enter alternative radio. We say 
we want two-way radio. We say we 
want artists to participate in the mak- 
ing of new, innovative radio programs. 
Yet, the social relations between artists 
and non-artists make it hard to imagine 
what artists could do to reach non-art 
world publics. As a first step perhaps, 
let's see how the distinction between 
artist and non-artist serves power now, 
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and why some of our listeners are un- 
easy as we talk about the desirability 
of exploring vernacular forms of ar- 
tistic expression. 

I offer some thoughts from an 
earlier essay. Masochism Builds 
Character. Your comments and criti- 
cisms are once more solicited. 

For 11 years I hosted the 
Sour Apple free, an uncen- 
sored radio oroaram about the 
arts and politics, listening to pro- 
minent artists and members of the 
arts establishment air their views 
and experiences. The shameful, 
.shameless litany continues. The 
aesthetic decisions artists made 
were consciously and unconsciously 
impinged upon by people and insti- 
tutions outside the artists control. 
Those who determined the artist's 
economic survival and the distribu- 
tion of the work, teased , lured and 
eventually abused artists and des- 
troyed the autonomy of the crea- 
tive process. This paragraph is' 
written in the voice of the Romantic 
artist: the victim, the masochist. 

Demonstrably, art is not and 
never has been pure, a historic uni- 
versal, or beyond good and evil. 
Not even Nietzsche claimed to have 
a hot line to heaven. Still, the con- 
servative intelligentsia holds on to 
its huge psychological and economic 
investment in the belief that intellec- 
tual production can be individually 
determined, that value-free inquiry 
is possible. It is humiliating and ig- 
noble to admit that artists, with 
their entourage of curators, critics, 
historians and dealers , are servi"- 
interests not their own. The more 
rebellious artist makes work criti- 
cal of the system. But ultimately, 
it doesn 't matter to ruling elites 
whether intellectual production is 
bland, critical, or defiant, as long 
as artists and other intellectuals 
are seareaated from the majority. 
Meanwhile, there are art commodi- 
ties to be bought and sold; and the 
very existence of a Dublic critical 
intelligentsia "proves" that we, un- 
like "socialist" countries, have a 
"free society". 


Masochists are in a double bind. 
If Vi/e accurately describe social rea- 
lity, (i.e. the guy with the whip 
doesn't really love us) then our tor- 
mentor really gives us a hard time. 
If we take this simulated love (tor- 
ture) for real love (the nurture that 
fosters independence) then we are 
out of touch with reality. A whole 
lot of us can't tell the difference 
between a kiss and a kick in the ass. 

Some of us have kicked over 
the traces, and we wonder as we 
wander, where to go now? C. 
Wright Mills attributed a major fac- 
tor in the decline of the Left to 
its neglect of mass media. But do 
the masses want "artists"? Do 
they want us in media? Do they 
want us in the shape we're in? 
A highly visible "superior 
breed" of artists and intellec- 
tuals who, like the corporate hot- 
shots and technocrats, have "spe- 
cial" powers to conceptualize, an- 
alyze, and synthesize information, 
serves as a constant reminder that 
the underclass deserves its mite of 
resources and influence. Class 
societies concentrates decision- 
making power in the hands of the 
few , deciding what is "art ", what 
is "excellence " and, ramming their 
notions of taste and critical exper- 
tise down the throats of "the masses". 

In a society which proclaims 
"equal opportunity" but where a 
small minority of the people own 
most of the wealth, it is essential 
that "ordinary" people docilely 
accept this blatant inequity by blaming 
themselves for the failure to 
" make it" and take out their frus- 
trations on each other. "Ordinary" 
people must be convinced that they 
are inherently inferior; 'oo dumb 
ever to make decisions affecting the 
nature of their work and the quality 
of their environment— so it follows 
that vernacular forms of expression 
by their very "nature" cannot have 
"quality", e.g. when an "ordinary" 
person vents verbal aggression we call 
it "dirty" or "obscene lanauaae" and 
strenuously protect our women and 
chHdren from exposure to the con- 
taminate. When an intellectual de- 
cides to throw spitballs, we call it 


"criticism" and print it in The New 
York Review of Books. Many New 
Leftists were turned -off "radical poli- 
tics" because there wasn't a revolution- 
ary class out there, eager to throw 
itself on the barricades.. Why should 
"ordinary" people, whose own crea- 
tive and critical capacities have 
been stolen, atrophied, blunted, 
ignored, or put-down, have viewed 
student radicals with anything but 
resentment and suspicion? 

We need to reconceptualize the 
role of art in society. 1 believe that 
artists in community-supported mass 
communications such as Pacifica 
Radio can help produce construc- 
tive social change. I am not 
suggesting that enlightened mass 
media is a panacea, nor am I advo- 
cating agit-prop in the usual sense. 
I am certainly not claiming that a 
readymade audience awaits us, gen- 
tle, tolerant, and art-hungry; about 
to shower us with true love and 
shekels. 


/ am suggesting that alternative 
media can be used 1) to explore 
language: how people organize images 
and interpret labels (gestalts): 2) to 
show the ways our imaginations are 
different and embody differing social 
histories 3) through the increased 
understandings developed in 1 and 
2, to help heal the class-engendered 
divisions between oppressed groups: 
and 4) to project a species-consciouness 
of interdependence. (The reader will 
undoubtedly think of more). 

Artists in alternative media will 
be successful insofar as they invent 
new social relations with the public: 
relations which do not insensitively re- 
plicate the hostile , predatory strata- 
gies of testing, purifying, shocking and 
abandoning the audience. Listener- 
supported two-way radio makes it pos- 
sible to experiment with more egalitar- 
ian, healing relations between "artists" 
and "audience". We welcome and en- 
courage the increased participation of 
local artists and our listeners in this 
unprecedented endeavour.

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In this season of ends and beginnings, as the 
multi-leveled and many-sided nat ure of what 
passes for "reality" becomes more and more a 
creation of various electronic possiblities and 
I combinations- as the realms of fact and fic- 
tion, politics and theater, history and literature 
overlap and "segue" into one another-it is with 
a sense of more than vague recognition that we 
once again enter he world of Lawrence Durell's 
Alexandria Quartet. 

Just as Los Angeles plays as a series of selected cin- 
ematic fictions, made real by an act of the imagi- 
nation- Durrell's Alexandria unrolls like a rare and 
exotic tapestry. The parallels between the two 
"unreal" Cities are intriguing. Both are the crea- 
tions of "star gazers", built with their backs to the 
desert, facing out to sea. Both cities are crossroads 
of commerce and culture, home to strange cults 
and mystical philosophies. Both are infamous as 
fleshpots - but it is power not sex which is their 
driving force-or perhaps some occult union of the 
two. 



On the surface of things the Quartet is a story of 
love and intrigue, bedroom politics on an interna- 
tional scale with Alexandria not as the background 
but as the author-director of the piece. What we be- 
come aware of (through a vivid mosaic of characters 
and situations which emerge from the city like ex- 
otic flowers growning according to some as yet un- 
dicovered law) is that we are experiencing the crea- 
tion of a work of art which captures the imagination 
in ways wonderous and strange. 

The Quartet has become characterized as "an inves- 
tigation of modern love" in all its many shapes and 
forms. Each of the characters is in some sense 
androgynous, embodying or searching for his or her 
opposite; everything is true of everybody. Because 
the work is ooen-ended. in a constant state of becom- 
mg, tTiere is no loss in its being experienced in part, 
as a collection of "heraldic" episodes or prismatica'lly 
refracted images.

This week's programming promises to be a total 
experience of images and ideas, a veritable "muse-um in 
th^fullest sense of the word, for what the experience 
of this "great work" conveys is the sense of and the de- 
gree to which we are all the instruments of our own 
time and place which lives through us much like the 
electricity which flows through these sounds and sym- 
bols. 

It is wonderful -truly magical to be able to present the 
richness of Lawrence Durrell's vision and language in 
this way - for the Quartet is above all a communal 
feast-a partaking and celebration of life's absurdities 
and heroics, sufferings and joys of search and discovery- 
the joys of Art and Creation. 

This year's reading of Tlie Alexandria Quartet dedicated 
to Henry Miller, Anais Nin, Peter Finch and Will Geer 
whose passing since their original participation in 1976 
has deprived us of much needed light in these dark times. 
Henry Miller and Peter finch are heard at the "opening" 
of the Quartet, Will Geer at its ''close". Anais ws too 
ill to join in the reading but the work owes much of its 
being to the years of struggle she shared and the inspira- 
tion she offered to both Miller and Durrell. Peter Finch 
was one of her favorite actors and by some strange stroke 
of "kismet" or fate they both found their "ends and be- 
ginnings" in this City of the Angels on January 17, 1977. 

To their lives and their art-the "Wisdom of the Heart" we 
dedicate this reading.

Dear Madam or Sir: 

Enclosed please find rr,y pay- 
ment for this years' annual subscrip- 
tion. 

I would also like to make the 
following statement; I am subscrib- 
ing to KPFK because of one program 
which was bold and long overdue - 
"Zionism from the Standpoint of Its 
Victims ". As a Jewish ex-resident of 
Israel, I was overjoyed to finally 
hear on American radio something 
other than the Zionist propaganda 
which has made victims of us all 
for so many years. 

I would like to urge KPFK to 
break with the rest of the American 
media and with the habits of indi- . 
viual members of the staff and be- 
gin reporting all news from tlie 
Middle East .from both sides. This 
means that a report from a corres- 
pondent in Tel Aviv or Jerusalem is 
NOT sufficient to take care of matters 
involving incidents which have taken 
place either on the Israeli borders or 
in the Arab countries near Israeli bor- 
ders or in the Arab countries near 
Israel. Similarly, more effort must 
be made to interview local Arab per- 
sonalities here concerning their redc- 
tions to events in that area, and not 
merely rush off to talk to the local 
rabbi or Jewish Federation official 
for a comment. 

Finally, I would like to point 
out that an increasing number of 
Jews in southern California are 
NOT of Ashkenazi/Yiddish back- 
ground.

Well, 
they don't speak Yiddish in Morocco 
Iraq, Iran, Turkey and innumerable 
other non-Eurpoean areas where Jews 
have lived for centuries!

year) at Reagan's invitation (extended 
at the Cancun Summit) . The fact that 
Imelda cancelled her L.A. visit and 
Marcos didn't visit at all last month is 
considered a sort of victory for the 
anti-lmperialist/anti-Marcos Dictator- 
ship forces here. 

When he comes in January, 1982, 
the opposition should be stronger 
and more ready for massive action. 

Meanwhile, we will be co-spon- 
soring a sing-out against the dicta- 
torship on Dec. 12, and are looking 
forward t> the participation of talents 
from the Filipino, Central Ameria 
from the Filipino, Central American 
and broader American communities. 
We'll keep you posted on this.

The Computer. 

Our computer is located in Santa Bar- 
bara. Your payment may not go into 
the computer as quickly as you might 
think because payments go to our 
lockbox and through the bank before 
they are fed into the computer. This 
process often takes more than a week 
ifrom the time you send your payment. 
So, if you send your check by the 1st 
of the month, you may receive the 
Folio for the following month. 

Bill Payment. 

Always send a bill with your check! 
We cannot credit your account cor- 
rectly unless we know exactly what 
your check is paying for.
